This pre- 
sumption is altogether gratuitous, and 
destitute of facts to sustain it. It is 
sometimes the case that capitalists and 
we suppose, slave owners are reduced 
to poverty; and thrown on charitable 
assistance. More frequently persons 
who obtein their support by labor are 
reduced to such straits. But still, such 
cases are of comparatively rare occur- 
rence. We suppose not one laboring 
man or woman in five hundred, in New 
England or any of the free states of this 
Union, is obliged either in sickness or 
decrepit age, to resort to an almshouse 
for relief. Our hired people are not 
compelled, like your slaves, to labor for 
nothing but a scanty subsistence, but 
in addition to procuring their support 
from day to day, may if economical lay 
up every year something for future exi- 
gencies, A r Irishman may here 
receive a dollar for every day he labors. 
Many young enterprising men go out 
to service on purpose to gain money to 
purchase farms, or to commence busi- 
nessin some way for themselves, and 
not uncommonly prosper in the under- 
taking. Multitudes who once were 
employed by others are now in circuin- 
stances of ease and affluence. Many 
by the labor of their hands assist them- 
selves in acquiring sufficient education 
not only to teach schools, to become ac- 
countants in mercantile houses, to navi- 
gate vessels and transact all sorts of 
commercial business, but to enter into 
the learned professions and fill them with 
honor to themselves and their. country. 
Not a few distinguished ministers of the 
gospel, physicians, lawyers and state 
legislators, nay some members of Con- 
gress whose arguments and eloquence at 
times move this whole nation, were once 
employed in what you call menial ser- 
vices. Many females thus occupied 
possess cultivated minds, are refined in 
their manners, and have such knowl- 
edge of household affairs that they are 
peculiarly well qualified to fill the sta- 
tions of wives and mothers, and do ex- 
tensively fori connections by which 
they become comfortably situated for life. 
So far is honest industry from being a 
sigu that the persons employing it will 
end their days in an alms house, that it 
affords strong ground to expect that 
they never will be reduced to necessity, 
but acquire resources of their own to sup- 
port them bothin sickness and age.— 
The substantial agriculturalists, mechan- 
ics, mariners, and such like persons, 
are the very bones and muscles of the 
body politic; who contribute chiefly to 
build alms-houses for the unfortunate, 
and to support the whole fabric of civil 
and benevolent institutions. Your im- 
pression that the laboring classes of 
mankind must of course be poor and 
miserabie was doubtless received from 
facts continually before you in regard to | 
the free colored people ina land of 
slavery. 

Suvpose 1T COMES TO THE WORST. 

Even in the case of the very few who, 
through their extreme indigence and 
helplessness, are obliged to seek relief 
in alms-houses, what do we see so much 
worse than in the case of your sick and 
infirm slaves? The inmates of alms- 
houses are generally furnished with 
habitations, clothing, food, lodging, and 
attendance in sickness, not inferior we 
suppose, in any respect, to the “ample 
provision” which you so cheerfully fur- 
nish to your worn out slaves. These 
alms-houses being provided by the pub- 
lic, regulated by law, and governed by 
responsible officers; in the midst gen- 
erally of the friends of the beneficiaries, 
are surely quite as likely to afford a 
comfortable retreat for the sick and in- 
firm, as the poor negro will find at the 
hand of an irresponsible master, often

rise to any station of honor, emolu- 
ment or power to which their talents 
and the esteem which they may gain 
among other laboring men may be suit- 
ed to elevate them; to perform every 
act and to enjoy every privilege which 
any free men in this country are author- 
ized to perform or enjoy. 

Is such freedom “ no very distinguish- 
ed privileze” to the laboring classes of 
mankind? Would you indeed seri- 
ously advise them to exchange it for a 
life of slavery? and hold out as the 
all controlling inducement, that when 
they can toil no longer they shall be 
supported by those in whose service 
they have exhausted all their energies ? 
O, sirs, it will be hard to persuade them ! 
Their liberty, lightly as you esteem it, 
was not procured without great expense. 
The main force of the northern army 
through the whole revolutionary strug- 
gle,and in the more recent war also, 
consisted in men of this description.— 
They were the men who stood most| 
prominently forth in defence of their 
country’s rights at Bunker Hill, Ben- 
nington, Stillwater, and Plattsburg; and 
contributed ost eminently to turn back 
the desolating fury of invading war.— 
Some of the master spirits, the chief 
officers in the revolutionary army, such 
as Putnam and Stark, at the call of 
their country, went directly forth from 
their manual labors at home, to battle 
successfully with veteran generals, and 
to gain atall hazards the enjoyment of 
independence and liberty for their coun- 
trymenand posterity. Laboring women 
with their own hands aided in preparinz 
those whom they most loved to go forth | 
amid all hardships and perils which 
were involved in that mighty struggle 
for freedom. The same love of liberty 
glows inextinguishably in the hearts of | 
the laboring free men and women of our | 
country at the present day. And we | 
must tell you, that we know not how | 
you could possibly lacerate their feel- 
ings or provoke their indignation more, 
than to talk to them of the benefits which 
they might procure for themselves and 
children by bowing their necks to the 
yoke of slavery !—except by an actual 
attempt to impose violently, that yoke 
upon them. No, brethren, they will 
never consent to sell the dearly bought 
and highly prized privileges of their 
birthright fur the most “ample provis- 
ion” for support in sickness and age 
which slave masters can offer. To the 
horns of the altar of liberty both they 
and we are resolved tocling, in all ex- 
tremities both of life and death. And 
we cannot but earnestly desire that the 
same love of liberty both civil and re- 
lizious may be infused into the hearts 
of all men; and that all may be elevat- 
ed, peacefully, to the rational enjoyment 
of all its inestimable privileges—privi- 
leges dearer both to you and us than 
lite itself. 

CnuRCH PRIVILEGES. 

Tn regard tothe miscellaneous remarks 
with which you conclude your com- 
munication, we would briefly reply, that 
we are glad to be assured that “the priv- 
ileges of the church are the same to all, 
whether bond or free;” not only be- 
cause this is a thing rightin itself, but 
because it must have a favorable bear- 
ing in relation to the abolition of slavery. 
When the masters come with their 
slaves to the table of the Lord, and re- 
flect that all were by nature in the 
same state of sin and death; that all 
have been redeemed by the same aton- 
ing blood ; that all if true Christians, 
have been renewed by the same Holy 
Spirit; and are destined to the same 


























irreligious and unprincipled; especially 
when that master views the slave asa 
worn out article which can no longer be 
of any use to him, and which may prove 
a heavy bill of expense. Besides, the 
inmates of alms-houses have the privi- 
lege of reading, of corresponding with 
their absent friends, if they have any; 
and if ever they get able to take care 
of themselves, of going where they 
please to make the trial; without any 
charges to settle on the ground of the 
assistance they have received. We 
must maintain, therefore, that the con- 
dition even of the few who in the free 
states are obliged to receive assistance 
from the public, in the way to which 
you have adverted, is altogether prefer- 
able to that of your sick and infirm 
slaves; and would be so were their 
cribs of straw exchanged for the couch- 
es on which their masters repose, and 
their mean huts for comfortable man- 
sions. The free man has no induce- 
ment, on the ground of support in age, 
to wear out his life toiling under the 
lash of aslave driver. He may much 
better provide for the future by his own 
imdustrious and economical habits; and 
is in no danger whatever, except by his 
own vicious practices, of being reduced 
m any extremity to a worse condition. 
As to the infants of free laboring peo- 
ple, there can be no question but they 
are much better takencare of by their 
parents, than the infants of slave mothers 
are by their masters; and there is no 
occasion to lament that capitalists do 
not charge themselves with their sup- 
port. Men in the free states who con- 
duct large business expect to pay, equit- 
ably, the laborers they employ; and 
while they do it, these laborers can very 
well take care of both themselves and 
their families. 

THE FREEDOM OF THE LABORING CLASS- 

ES: IS IT OF TRIFLING CONSE- 
QUENCE. 


You maintain that, inas much as the 
laboring part of the community in free 
countries have no elaim on the capital- 
ists for support, when unable to labor. 
their nominal freedom cannot be esteem- 
ed a very distinguished blessing.” To 
us this seems truly surprising. The 
nominal freedom of your culeved people, 
owing to the strong prejudices of the 
whites against them, and the unjust 
laws which debar them from true liber- 
ty and crush them into the dust, may be 
of as little value as you esteem the free- 
dom of laboring people generally. But 
the nominal freedom of laboring classes 
in our section of the country is real 
freedom. They are free to use their 
own limbs and mental powers for their 


home in the heavens, where all present 
distinctions of complexion and civil con- 
dition will no more exist; that these 
slavee of theirs are acknowledged by 
God as his own sons and daughters, and 
are made with Christ juint heirs to an 
heavenly inheritance ; in the enjoyment 
of which they will be forever glorious 
and blessed ; they cannot in conscience 
think that they ought to be deprived of 
civil liberty ; accounted articles of prop- 
erty; and be debarred from the privi- 
lege of perusing those scriptures which 
testify of Christ and show forth his glo- 
ry. When you, as ministers, dispense 
to them the sacramental elements, you 
recognize thein as true believers in Je- 
sus, who ought to be treated with jus- 
tice and benevolence for his sake. Be 
consistent; let the whole church be 
consistent; let her members set free, 
and justly treat their fellow communi- 
cants whoin they are hulding in abject 
bondage; anda work will have been 
effectually commenced in the accom- 
ptishment of which all benevolent be- 
ings both on earth and in heaven must 
rejoice. Surely it becomes those who 
claim as their property persons, whom 
they acknowledge to be true believers 
in Chris!, to beware how they treat 
them. Tle himselfhas said, “ Whoso 
shall offend one of these little ones 
which believe in me, it were better for 
him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck and that he were drowned in the 
depths of the sea.” And in the final 
judgment he will say, both in regard to 
the kind and the unkind treatment which 
those who believe in him shall have re- 
ceived, in as much as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these ny breth- 
ren, ye have dune it unto Me. 


Cuurcu MEMBERS LIABLE TO BE SOLD. 


You say, Being church members does 
not prohibit the posibility of being sold, 
because over the right of property the 
church has no control, such authority be- 
longs to another department.” By this 
it appears that you have no church reg- 
ulation which in any way interferes 
with trading in human beings, or even 
with rearing them up for the market 
Your church members may do these 
things, they may sell their own breth- 
ren and sisters in the Lord, without vi- 
olating any rule.

On Wednesday evening, the 6th instant, Mr. 
Scope addressed a numerous and respectable 
audience at Finsbury Chapel, in this city, on the 
Results of Emancipation ; a topic at the present 
moment of the greatest interest, and one on 
which, by his recent labours and inquiries, this 
distinguished philanthropist has eminently quali- 
fied himself to speak. There can be no need 
for us to direct attention to his discourse, which 
we have transferred to our coluinns as reported 
in the Sun. Every thing about it—its tone ot 
moderation, its undeniable statistics, its authentic 
anecdotes—conduces to stamp it with truth, and 
engage for it universal confidence. The friends 
of abolition in Britain, of course, will hail it with 
unhesitating joy; and we hope it will attract the 
close attention of our foreign allies. ‘They have 
been anxiously looking on the great experiment, 
and from the public papers generally (in this 
case, not all to be trusted,) have too probably 
received an impression that emancipation has 
been followed by evil, or at best by dubious re- 
sults. Let them peruse the statements of Mr. 
Scosze, and open with gladness both their eyes 
and their hearts to a different, aye to an opposite 
conviction. 

With regard to the first question which every 
one asks on this subject, the vital point of colo- 
nial produce exported, the results of emancipation 
must be said to be perfectly satisfactory. It is 
true that in some of our West India colonies 
there has been a deficiency, and about this there 
has been a ceaseless clamor. But let the follow- 
ing things be noticed concerning it. In the 
first place, it is only in some of the colouies that 
a deficiency has occured. In others the crops 
have been as large as usual, and in some un- 
usually large; so that the deficiency on the gross 
export of the colonies taken together is reduced 
to an amount altogether insignificant, as affect- 
ing either the revenue or general trade. Be- 
sides, it is evident that a deficiency of export 
which is local cannot have resulted from eman- 
cipation, inasmvich as this is a cause of general 
operation, and must have affected all the colo- 
nies in a similar manner, if not precisely to an 
equal extent, Accordingly the local deficiencies 
may be accounted for by local causes, which in 
the case of British Guiana, where the principal 
deficiency exists, are obvious enough, It may 
safely be affirmed, therefore,that, so far as eman- 
cipation is concerned, there has keen no falling 
off in the crops at all. Now, we say that this is 
not merely satisfactory, but that it is marvellous. 
It not merely puts to utter confusion the woful 
prophecies and hypocritical lamentation of the 
plantocracy, but it exceeds all the anticipations 
even of the most sanguine abolitionists. What 
reasonable man could have imagined, or did 
imagine, that halfa million of people, never used 
to labour but at the sound of the lash, would so 
instantaneously and so perfectly have entered 
upon voluntary and remunerated toil? Who 
ventured to conjecture that the withdrawment of 
thousands of women and young persons from 
field labor—the women to their families, aud the 
children to the schools—should have been so 
counteracted by the newborn industry of the men 
as to produce actually no effect'on the gross re- 
sults of agriculture? Yet so it is: and the fact 
places beyond question at once the superiority of 
free labour, the commercial safety of emancipa- 
tion, and the noble character of the African 
tribes. 

The matter being safe, another of great impor- 
tance comes into view. Our West India Colo- 
nies ought to constitute alarge market for goods 
of British manufacture, since the wants of nearly 
a million of people cannot be few. Every body 
knows, however, that this market has been sup- 
plied hitherto with scarcely any thing but a few 
miserable Pennestons, Osnaburghs, and Kilmar- 
nock caps, all of the very worst quality, aud at 
extravagant prices, a few casks of rotten her- 
rings being added tomake up the sum total. 
Since emancipation, however, the importation of 
British goods into the colonies has augmented. 
From many articles of food, but most especially 
for articles of clothing, of far greater number, 
variety, and costliness than before, the demand 
for the colonial market is amazingly on the in- 
crease. Manufacturers ot shoes, hats, bonnets, 
cottons, broad cloths, and many others, find quite 
a new trade springing up for them; and it is one 
entire security and rapid extension, We know, 
indeed, that some people are making loud com- 
plaints. But who arethey? Just the few “ old 
established” West India houses, who, by advan- 
ces of money to needy proprietors, have secured 
the monopoly of the miserable rags annually 
doled out in scanty quantity to the slaves, togeth- 
er with the means of practising unrebuked some 
of the grossest possible frauds on the gilded vic- 
tims of their cupidity. By this last phrase we 
mean the proprietors themselves, who, we are 
confident, have no conception of the extent to 
which these highly respectable houses cheated 
and robbed them. ‘Their lamentations, although 
they should rend the sky, are not tobe heeded 
fora moment. It is time their frandulent gains 
were at end, and that they contented themselves 
with a part in an honest aud open trade. 

The conclusion is, that no parties entitled to 
be heard have suffered by emancipation in the 
British Colonies; on the contrary, all have gain- 
ed by it. And what makes this conclusion still 
more satisfactory is, that we have arrived at it 
without any reference to the compensation mo- 
ney. Weare not saying that injury has been 
done for which twenty million sterling is a suffi- 
cient compensation, although even this would 
make our case good; but we say that no inju- 
ry has arisen tobe compensated, and that the 
vote of twenty millions was altogether a piece of 
Quixotic generosty. The planters now laugh at 
us, and amiably call us fools; and they will un- 
doubtedly do the same to any other nation who 
may imitate our follies.—Jbid,
